The career of Edward A. Bellande, chairman of the board and chief 
executive officer of The Galena Corporation, is a blend of business acuity, 
an adventurous spirit and a benignity for his fellow man. 

His career in aviation spans fifty years. He has either organized or 
directed some of the industry's largest business organizations. He isa 
member of more than a score of civic and fraternal organizations. 

As one of the pioneers of the aerospace industry, Bellande was one 
of the original organizers and board members of the Northrop Aircraft 
Company. He has served as vice president and director of the Houston 
“Company and H. W. Houston Company. He helped organize anew Abe 
Lines, which later merged with TAT and evolved into TWA. 

He first joined Garrett May 1, 1943, as assistant to the raeiten, 
was elected to the board in 1948 and named chairman of the board in July, 
1963, following the death of J. C. "Cliff''’ Garrett, founder. 

During his association with Garrett, Bellande has held a variety of 
responsible noutioan, which reflects the diversification of the company. 
For example, he was assigned as manager of Garrett's AiResearch 
Aviation Service Company and in 1946 elected to vice president. In 1958 


he became responsible for Garrett's foreign operations and support 
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services, as well as the duties of vice chairman of the board. 

Bellande began his career in the aviation field at the age of 17, when 
he was one of the first to obtain a license (No. 639) from the Federation 
Aeronautique Internationale. He flew as test pilot for Lockheed in 1926, 
piloting the first Lockheed Vega. He checked out Wiley Post in the famed 
"Winnie Mae'' and pa-pilcesd Charles Lindberg on the first TWA transcon- 
tinental run. ; 

His career in aviation nearly equals the history of the industry as it 
is known today. He was a Newy pilot (World War I), a barnstormer, sky- 
writer, crop duster, movie stunt artist and an airline pilot. His airplane 
transport pilot number is 664. 

Among his many honors as a pilot is the Congressional Air Mail 
Medal of Honor, presented to him by President Franklin D. Roosevelt. It 
was awarded for heroism following his only crash, when he landed a Tri- 
motor aircraft in flames and helped all his passengers reach safety before 
the plane was completely demolished. 

At the time of his retirement, Mr. Bellande was Number 2 pilot in 
seniority for TWA. He had already logged more than 23, 000 hours. 

Bellande's business and flying acumen has transcended into the hu- 
manities. Today he lists approximately — than thirty fraternal civic 
organizations which he either directs or lends his support. 

The organizations range from aircraft oriented groups to the human- 
istic. In the field of aviation they include International Club of Waniiemesms 
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Sky Club, New York; Wings Club, New York; -sevtaibeie Hall of Fame, 
Dayton; National Defense Transportation Association; OX5 Club; Quiet 
Birdmen; Early Birds of Aviation, and honorary fellow of The Society of 
Experimental Test Pilots. 

A member of the National Multiple Sclerosis Association, he served 
as general chairman a the Hope Chest campaign’ in 1964 and is a member 
of the presidents Gounei) of Loyola University. 

Edward A. Bellande's career in aviation spans half a century. It 


is as diversified and active as the industry itself.

For some time after the war began, Captain Rellande w ran the 
hlockade out of New Orleans, : end it was an exciting life. He operated 
the schooner John ppowdolph, a Baltimore vessel, between New Orleans 
and Cuba. After the war had en in progres Ome time he began to 
work for Negr otto, carrying brick to Ship giana for the building of 
Port Massachusetts. 


He wade rich returns at blockade running, everything he brought 
in bringing good pricas. The fact that he accumulated $320,600 worth of 
tobacco, which was stored in Biloxt, shows what profits there was in 
the business. However, the Captain never cashed in on his tobacco, 
for it was stolen from him and other men reaped the huge profits. 


Tt is a coincidence that Captain Bellande came in from Cuba while 
running the blockades, three days before that city fell into the hands 
of Farragut. On that trip he brought in 100 bales of paper for the 
"True Delta," a quantity of powder, lead, gin and salt. 


He was also at Havana when Maximilian was planning to seize the

From Charleston News and Courier - Edward D. Bellande, 
the youngest aviator in the United States to recieve a 
license and a graduate of the Curtiss Aeroplane School, 
Buffalo, N. Y. is now at the Naval Training Camp here. 

Bellande received. his license when just eighteen years 
old, and since that time has been flying at a number 
of avaition fields in the United States. Immediately upon 
his graduation from the Curtis School he acepted a position 
as instructor, later going to the Atlantic Coast Aeroplane 
Station, Newport News, Va. Recently he has been instructing 
the Army Aviators at the ground school, Georgia School of 
Technology, Atlanta. 

He has been flying and doing instruction work for the 
past three years. Among the different "Stunts" with which is 
is very familiar are the tail slide, spiral, nose dive and 
the side slip, which is considered the most dangerous of all. 

During his stint he has had only one accident “which was 
not serious; just wrecked an antomobile and tore away one of 
the wheels of my machine was all" he said. He is a member of 
the Aero Club of America, which is affiliated with the French 
Federation Aeronautique Internationale.

I was on 338 Coast and saw an article in the Sun Herald about 
a lady in Sugarland, Texas interested in the history of the 
Bellande Family. I responded to her appeal and we are now 
corresponding and learning much about our family histories. 

I thank you for this. Heidi B. Good is her name as you re- 
member. In a recent epistle, she said you were in the process 
of writing a book on the history of Jackson County. Could you 
have selected a more interesting topic? This must be an 
enormous undertaking? Best of luck in this endeavor! 


Heidi says you might include a history of the Bellande 
Family. As you know from your research, Captain Bellande 
was born in Marseille on September 12, 1829. He is believed 
to have left his native France as a deckhand on a freighter 
in 1835, and arriving in Ocean Springs about 1840. Captain 
Bellande was quite an adventurer. I am enclosing several 
articles from the Daily Herald for your inspection. His 
children ( August, Joseph, Peter, Newt, and Ida ) all left 
Jackson County for Biloxi, New Orleans, New York, and Handsboro. 
Excuse me, these were his children by Mary Harvey (1840-1894). 
Another son Edward (mother was Mary Catchot 1860-1931) was 
born in Ocean Springs in 1898 and died in Los Angeles in 1976. 
Captain Bellande was 69 years when Edward was born! 


I once lived in Los Angeles and knew Edward in his later 
years. He must have inherited his father's spirit of adventure. 
As you can see from the enclosures he has a place in our air 
history. Don't you think the history of Jackson County should 
include these characters? 


Some of Captain Bellande's grandsons did well in Biloxi 
and New Orleans. Marcel (Mickey Bellande) of Biloxi was a great 
athelete. He is the first and only man to ever claim all three 
golf titles in Mississippi ( State Open, State Amateur, and State 
Seniors Champion). He is a member of many sports halls of fame. 
His brother Aristeed (Buster) left Biloxi at 16 years and worked 
his way from bellhop to manager of the Roosevelt Hotel (now 
Fairmont) in New Orleans. 


Mrs. Ellison, I would be happy to write or provide any 
data about the Bellande Family for your book. Let me know your 
format or needs. Heidi Good is rapidly becoming an authority on 
the history of Joseph Bellande, also an early historic figure.
